On pages 1-16, Applicant argues that Applicant's subject matter may be distinguished over the. cited prior art in that, inter alia, links are 
not limited to HTML, an HTTP server is not required, multiple links can be created in the same process required to create one link (?), 
and links may be created to any type of document. 

The Office respectfully notes that these assertions are not captured in the recited claim language. 

Applicant asserts that the amendments should be entered because the amended claim language merely incorporates language already 
considered into the independent claims. 

The Office disagrees. The amending of the independent claims has created a new combination of limitations not previously considered, 
especially with regard to the dependent claims. Additionally, it is further noted that for several of the newly amended independent claims, 
the claim modification was not previously considered within the particular group of claims associated with the modified independent 
claim (and thus the amended independent claim language was also not previously considered). I.e., for those independent claims there 
was no "rolled up" dependent claim.
